The governments of 
Kherson, Bessarabia, Tawrida, Poltaria 
and Kharkoff are principally affected. In 
the district of Triaspol the peasants have 
already been compelled to harvest the 
unripe crops to feed the live stock. Com- 
Mittees have been appointed to relieve 
the distress. 

The failure of the crops is attributed to 
the early autumn frosts, insufficient 
Moisture while sowing, the fluctuating 
Weather of the winter, the total absence 
of snow, the heavy frosts which follow- 
ed late spring frosts tn May and 
infrequency of rains for the cereals and 
hay. In some districts no rain has 
fallen. In many parts of Bessarabia, 
cattle are being sodl for almost nothing.

TELEGRAM NOT DICTATORIAL. 


Governor Aycock on the Message of 
Judge Parker. 
| Raleigh, N. C., July 13.—(Special.)— 
'Governor Aycock, of this state, whose 
‘views on political matters are regarded 
'so highly, when asked his opinion of the 
action of Judge Parker in sending his 
‘telegram about the currency plank to 
the national democratic convention, said: 
“There was probably not a single dele- 
| gate in the St. Louis convention who did 
not belleve that Judge Parker was in 
favor of the gold standard. If, however, 
he had waited until! his letter of ac- 
ceptance to make a declaration ef this 
fact, many people woyld have charged 
him with a want of frankness if not of 
good faith. It was. therefore, the wise 
thing for him to notfiy the convention 
of his views. His telegram was not in 
any sense dictatorial. It -was the ex- 
pression of the honest conviction of an 
honest man. A politician would not 
have sent the telesram. A real states- 
man could not have failed to make hfs 
views known before it was too late for 
the convention to act. Judge Parker's 
telegram and the action of the conven- 
tion in reply to it will strengthen both 
him and he party. The people believe tn 
brave,. conscientious men more than they 
do in any policy. The man who would 
rather decline a nomination for the 
presidency than be misunderstood is fit 
to be president.’

require the Southern to take out a state 
charter,. unless the measure should be 
declared unconstitutional by the courts. 

“All that this bill requires,” said Mr. 
Hall in addressing the house, “is that 
those railroad corporations which exer-

Bill Regulating Them Before 
~ Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 


The bill to regulate small money lend- 
ers Is proving a knotty problem for’ the 
senate genera] judiciary committee. That 
body discussed the bill at length at both 
morning and afternoon meetings yester- 
day and will do the same again today. 

Attorney Linton Hopkins, who drew 
the bill on behalf of the Fulton county 
grand jury, was present and explained 
the various features of the bill. Several 
objections were advanced by committee 
‘members and Mr. Hopkins then stated 
“that he would try to have these @iffi- 


committee meets this morning. 

This bill, it will be remembered, was 
the outcome of the recent investigation 
by the Fulton county grand jury, of so- 
called ‘“‘loan shark methods.” It was 
drawn by Attorney Hopkins and intro- 
duced’ in the senate by Mr.. Howell, of 
the thirty-fifth. 

As the bill was first read yesterday 
morning it provided that any money lend- 
er violating its provision should be 
| guilty of a misdemeanor, but this was 
| changed so that a violation would work, 
ipse facto, a revocation of the lender's 
license. 

The objection to the bill on the ground 
that it was too sweeping was based on 
the opinion that it would include farm- 
ers and others who made _ occasional 
small loans. Senator Lewis suggested 
that this ba met by provisions that the 
act should not apply to persons not 
charging more than 8 per cent interest or 
fees for examining titles for closing up 
the loans. Mr. Hopkins said he would 
incorporate this in the pill. 

In the afternoon Mr. Hopkins suggest- 
ed as an amendment the following: 

“Provided, That the terms of this act 
shall not be construed as referring to 
|'any private person who shall loan his 
| OWR money at a rate not greater than 8 
| per cent per annum and who shall charge 
'no fees for investigating titles to col- 
| lateral security.”

State Board of Health. 

The general judiciary committee of 
the house yesterday took up the new 
State board of health bill, and President 
Willis F. Westmoreland, Secretary H. F. 
Harris and Dr. W. W. Owens, of Sa- 
Vannah, a member of the board, were 
heard briefly with regard to it. 

This bill merely provides for extend- 
ing the powers of the state board of 
health as at present constituted, so the 
board will have full authority to deal 
with infections and contagious diseases 
in all parts of the state. At present 
the board of health has no power to en- 
force its rules and regulations. The new 
bill proposes to give the board full power 
to catry out and enforce the rules and 
regulations it makes for the suppression 
wf the classes of diseases stated, and 
provides penalties for violations of such 
Tules. It gives the board power to de- 
Clare and enforca quarantine regula- 
tions, compulsory vaccination and such 
Other measures as are deemed necessatTy 
for the suppression of infectious and 
contagious diseases. 

Those who spoke in favor of the bill 
aid the objects for which the board 
Was created cannot be effected until 
gome such legislation as this is se- 
cured. The bill was finally referred to 4a 
Bpecial committee composed of Messrs.
